New  research  has  once  again 
indicated  that  diurches  who 
schedule  and  use  evaiwlistic 
events  experience  signi&andy 
more  conversions  and  baptisms 
than  those  who  do  not  plan  such 
events.

Simply  put,  you  can't  believe 
everything  you  'hear  and  read  — 
espeoally  on  foe  Internet.  It  is  a  rare 
week  that  the  offices  of  The  Baptist 
Record  fail  to  receive  a  frantic  e-mail 
or  ^one  call  about  the  latest  threat 
to  Christianity.  All  of  them  —  aU  — 
turn  out  to  be  rumors. 

Christians  shcxild  be  smarter  foan 
that  It  does  not  elevate  our  Kingdom 
work  ncx  glorify  our  Savior  to  spread 
baseless  rumors  and  indulge  ear-tick¬ 
ling  lies.  Such  behavior  actiuDy  dimin- 
ishn  our  witness  by  proving  foat 
we're  no  different  man  the  world 
when  it  ccxnes  to  truth,  gossip,  md 
rumor-mexigering. 

This  is  e^iecwly  the  case  when 
there  are  so  many  ways  open  to  us  to 
check  out  these  rumors.  Ine  first  way 
is  to  visit  the  oompaiiy's  web  site  or 
call  foeir  toll-free  customer  service 
telephone  number.  Chances  are,  you 
wmi't  be  the  first  caU  they  receive. 
Secondly,  there  are  many  good  Internet  sites  (not  necessarily 
Christian)  that  researdi  and  refute  such  rumors.  TWo  such  sites 
are  www.snopes.com,  and  http://urbanlegends.about.com. 
Anyone  with  a  computer  and  two  minutes  of  oee  time  can  avail 
themselves  of  these  free  services. 

Thirdly,  the  mass  media  are  fiequendy  full  of  wtides  and  repexts 
that  explode  these  rumors.  AO  we  need  to  do  is  pay  attention. 

Dexvt  foU  for  these  rumors,  senne  of  whidi  are  uncfoubtedly 
designed  and  promulgnted  by  detractors  with  foe  intention  of 
makiiu  Christuuis  took  bad.  Any  amexmt  of  time  we  devote  to 
such  miitless  activities  takes  away  from  foe  time  we  ccxild  M 
accomplishing  Kingdexn  wexk.

repeated.  With  diat  in  mind, 
think  about  two  areas  that  are 
so  vitally  important  for  parents 
to  remember  as  they  low,  lead, 
and  instruct  their  cnildren. 

First,  children  will  pick  ae 
omr  imperfections  qnUkhf.  A 
persexi  once  said  to  me  that 
Biey  wished  that  they  had  a 
peitect  dad.  like  it  or 

not,  every  cxw  of  us  could 
haw  wished  for  dut  all  die 
way  back  to  Cain  and  Abel. 
And  in  time  the  person  who 
was  wishing  to  haw  perfect 
kids  could  also  lealiu  that 
back  to  Adam  and  Eve  there 
haw  been  kids  that  at  scxne 
point  and  in  some  way  disap¬ 
pointed  their  parents.  Our 
children  pick  up  cxi  our 
imperfections.  It  is  not 
always  the  first  word  but  it  is 
amcxig  the  first  two  or  three 
words  diat  a  child  learns.

imperfecticxis.  Generally, 
they  think  that  they  are  prop¬ 
er  because  they  got  them  from 
us  and  they  pass  them  cxi  to 
their  chilciren  just  as  they 
were  passed  cm  to  us. 

Secondly,  think  about  this, 
which  is  a  little  more  subtle 
but  all  together  fust  as  signif¬ 
icant.
